DETAILED ACTION 

I. RESPONSE TO AMENDMENT 

Acknowledgment is made of the amendment filed September 28, 2010, in which: 
claims 1, 5, 6, and 13 are amended; and claims 2, 4, 8, 10-12, 14, 15, and 19-22 are 

cancelled; Claims 1, 3, 5-7, 9, 13, and 16-18 are currently pending and an Office action 
on the merits follows. 

II. ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

Claims 1, 3, 5-7, 9, 13, and 16-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1, the prior art of record fails to teach or SLiggest an image display 
device comprising a level adjustment circuit provided in said circuit, for changing a level 
of an RGB signal before dividing said drive signals to respective RGB colors based on 
said information obtained by said adjustment information retrieve means, and data 
holding circuit for holding for the respective RGB colors time-series pixel data 
composing said RGB signal and outputting the pixel data held of the respective colors as 
said drive signals in parallel with corresponding plurality of said data lines, as claimed in 
combination with the remaining claim limitations. 

As to claim 13, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a color balance 
adjustment method of an image display device including a step of changing a level of an 
RGB signal before dividing said RGB signal into said drive signals of respective RGB 
colors based on said information on light emission adjustment, and a holding step for 
holding for the respective RGB colors time-series pixel data composing said RGB signal 
when generating said drive signals, as claimed in combination with the remaining claim 
limitations.
